PEDIGREE THREE MILLION YEARS OLD. 

Development of King Horse Since His Forerunners 
Were About a Foot High. 



No king of the roalin, no m.ittor lio\v inirpTe lu' 
bis royal raiimnt, nor in f.irt any o{h«*r bmnan 
lioing, ran traro bis jinrrstry as far bark as Ibr 
Jiorsr. This animal has tbr longost iwiligrrr on 
irronl; oiir probably ovrr tbrrr million yrars obi, 
ilating bark to what is known as tin* Eorrm* ago. 
tbons.imls of yrars iK'fon* the roining of man. His 
grnralogiral tris* is shown in tbr National Mn- 
senm at WasbiiiRton. wbrre a srrirs rf f«s*t :m<l 
sknlls ii(>pirt soim* of bis more important anrrstors, 

'riie boi*se of tbr H«K’eiir, or bis forrlH*:ir. nitbrr. 
w.'is known as Koliippns. or DawJi Hors**. He was 
:iboiit tlie siz<* of :i fox. standing a little more 
than one foot high. Koliippns lived in North Aui(‘ri- 
<a. where be r.in lightfiMitedly over the T**rtiary 
ro«ks on bis well -developed fonr-tiK'd front feet 
and tlirre-toril bind fret. His teeth were not like 
tliose of a imsba ii horse ritiier, but were short - 
iTowiied. While srientists are unable to tell us 
just bow long bis mane was, if be bad any, or the 
rolor of liis bide, they do know the farts men- 
tioned alsive, for bis fossil remains have Ihm-ii found 
ill the riK-k strata known as the Ijower Korene, 
wbirb is siipinised to date liark alsiut three million 
jears. It is a fortunate thing that little Kobiiipus 
rxiwrieiirrd the development that hr <lid, or berame 
sfMM-ialized, as the sri<*ntists s.iy. for in bis early 
form sm b an animal would have lH‘eii of but little 
Krrvire to us domestirally. Hut surb was the rase. 
Hr drvrloiH d remarkably, and it is < laimed • that, ' 
while be is not on the s;une plane Avitb m.iii men- 
tally, of course, be is more highly sperializ<‘d ana- 
tomirally. His physique drveloiMsI as bis needs n*- 
qiiired. He could not fight mueb. so bad to run 
away; bis si»eed drveloiMMl until today be is seen 
to iM* fleet -footod, strong both for liearing parks 
and iniUing loads, and to this end bis size, teeth 
and other parts. develo|Hsl with bis advaiire down 
the ages. At this early age, wlien be was «*alled 
Kobippus, the bor.se was a most insignifu'aiit 
creature a.s eoinitared to bis coiitemiMiraries, the 
great bulking brutes railed the I'intatheres and 
t'orypbodonts. Hut strange as it may .seem, bis 
jiosterity lias outlived them all — a fine example 
of the survival of the fittest. The horse is one 
of the best-knoAvii examples of the survival of pre- 
historic animals. 

Proof in the National Museum. 

An exhibit illustrating the development of the 
liorse is shown in the United States National Mu- j 
scum in the halls of the division of vertebrate pae- 
loiitology, wliieli includes all the fossil animals 
having baeklKUies. Most of the specimens are com- 
plete bones, partly turned to stone and found im- 
btulded in rock in several localities in this country. 
The earliest known form, the Eohipnus, comes first, 
showing his four- toed front feet and his three-toed 
hind feet, as well as his teeth and skull of that 
time. A.s the next advanced stage, we find the 
iKUies of a somewhat larger animal of the Oligocene 
lK*ri<Ml, known as Mesoliippus, comparatively about 
the size of a sheen, with three t<K‘s on all its feet — 
the one on the front feet iiuviiig proved suiierfliious, 
nature saw to it that it disappeared. Its teeth have 
also advanced a bit, to assist it in feeding, as may 
Ih‘ seen in the Miocene, a little later period, when 
lived numerous large horses called ^leryoliippus, 
Niompparioii, I’rotohipims. etc. The Dwt Ismes 
of these aiiimuls show three toes on <*arli foot, 
liut with the middle tis' imieb larger than its eoiii- 
IKinions, while the teeth are seen to lie longer and 
deejHT rrowmd; in fact, this type Ix'gins to look 
more like a regular liorse. In the next step, the 
Plionene, are semi still more siSM-ialized forms, Pro- 
tohippuK and Pliuhippiis. the latter, and some other 
species, having but a single toe on each foot, wdiieli 
soon develoiK*d a single hwif, their adjacent or 
Auxiliary' toes having disapiieared, and only the 
splints or stumiis remain to be seen on the fossil 
bones, vestiges of which may also be seen in modern 
horses. He seems to have grown a little larger, 
also, and more to the shape of the horse we know. 
He was still able to feed, in spite of his longer 
legs, as his neck and jaws have grown in proijor- 
tioa and he could travel at a high rate of speed on 
bard ground. 

When He Became a True Horse. 

Tme horses ocenrred in the Pleistocene period* 



some forms closely resi'mbling the borse of tod:iy, 
the avrnige of tlinn a little smaller in stature. 
Modem borses avenigr fourteen bands liigb, or 
almiit four fert right iiirlirs, sbowing a wonderful 
growth or development in height alone. 

SufTirient finds of petrified skeletons of fossils 
have been m.ide in this country and Alaska to 
prove tb.it the enrly horse was here in great 
iiumlMTs in the rieistorene time, just as be w.is in 
Europe, but soon tbrrr.ifter be Is'enme extinct lirrr. 
or nearly so, due to the great iee sheet of the 
glai'i.'il age wbirb swept tlir iiorlliern p.art of the 
new world rlr.-in of nearly all iinimal life. Some 
seieiitists admit that the l*leisto«-em» horse might 
b.ive lingered in 'i'exas or some soutberii part of 
.North America until the coming of Hie white man, 
but then* is no proof of it, and others bold that 
the early Spaniards brought the horse along ami 
Hins established Hie animal on its native lie.atb. 

That part is ;i puzzle, but we do know Hi.-it from 
North Aiiu'riea the early horses journeyed to North - 
i i*rn Europe, aeross the on<‘e-existing land bridgi* of 
Hie F.ir .North, storking that eoiiHiieiit well Is-fore 
bis kind iKM-ame extijiet here, and be. or bis progeny, 
following Hie reeeding of Hie great ire slii'et, may 
b.ive returned at an r:irl.v date b.v the way be 
came, and thus b.ive “beaten Hie white men to it,” 
so to si»eak. — Exebaiige.
